SILVER STILL OK DECK, 


CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, YES. 


The necessity for a thorough overhauling 


and revision of oar present Constitution 
has for years been apparent to all who are 
lamilinr with State affains, and espeomlly 
to those who have had any experience in 
legislative or other pnbho matters. The 
expense of running oar Slate and County 
government, ia at least 30 per cent more 
than it should be, or ES it would be, if our 
Legislatures were not restricted by the 
present obstructive, incongruous and most 
incomprehensible instrument which the 
people o! the Territory in the.r haste to be 
admitted as a State, ndopted as theit f undv 
mental law, The present Constitution was 
formulated dnriug the flush and booming 
times, when everything waibeing run upon 
the high pressure system, ana when it 
seemed probable that the population and 
revenue resources of the State would at 
least quadruple within the space of half a 
•core o! years. Instead of that, both have 
decreased and the instrument which might 
in some respects havr been soitable for a 
State foar times as large as Nevada has 
proven totally unfit for its present condi- 
tion afed wants. No important esonomic 
reform can be inaugurated or accomplished 
tinder it, for when any each is attempted, 
it is at oaca confrontsd by a barrier in the 
•nape of a Constitutional obstruction which 
it is impossible to surmount and which 
renders futile every effort of the most 
competent, conscientious and economical 
legislator. The State government is nearly 
twice as expensive as one far better adapted 
to our condition would cost 
There are 


more offices than we require, and in fact 
onr State affairs would be better conducted 
and more effectual service would be assured 
by the lopping off _f nearly one-half of the 
present number. The four District Judges 
could perform all of the duties of the pres- 
ent Supreme Court and still have more 
leisure time than lawyers with fair prac- 
tices. It is done in Territories with four 
tim-s the popula'ion and litigation of 
Nevada, and m several of the States the 
same system prevails. This change alone 
would save the State nearly twenty thou- 
sand dollars a year, and it is only a single 
item of the many savings that could be 
tffected, not only without detriment, but to 
the absolnle advancement, of the pnbha in- 
terest, Beforms proportionately beneficial 
could also be made in county i>nd munici- 
pal governments under a favorably operat- 
ing Constitution, which are impossible 
under the existing one. The " special 
legislation " clause withats present wording 
is a unisanoe and a bamor to »ny whole- 
some change whioh the circumstances 
or affiir? of any particular county might 
tender it desirous to be made. In fact we 
could cite a hundred reasons why a Con- 
vention should ba called, while the one 
solitary objection that can be urged against 
the proposition is the expense. We will 
undertake to prove that the saving to the 
Stite in a single year, under a Constitution 
adapted to its condition, would fully cover 
the ooit of the entire business, even in- 
cluding thai of a special election to vote 
upon the Constitution, of whioh, however, 
there is no particular need. The JOUBNAL 
will from tin* to time giTe other reasons 
in support of the proposition, and it hopes 
that the subject will be fully discussed 
before the political conventions meet, and 
that those bodies will act upon it, and 
either order or recommend that the tickets 
at the general election oe printed so as to 
support the affirmative Bide of the question.

SENATOR JONES ON SII/VEB. 


He la Opposed to tne McKInley Bill, ft""1 


Will Hold Tor Free Coinage or 
Nothing. 
A press representative talked with Sen- 


ator Jones at Washington a few days ago 
about silver matters, and the dispatch says: 
Since bit recent brilliant speech in the 
Senate on silver, Mr. Jones has occupied 
i very enviable position among Washing- 
ton statesmen, "Nevada may ba a rotun 
borongh, but she bas produced more silver 
and brains than a good-many other bor- 
oughs," said Senator Voorhees yaaterduy;. 
in speaking of Senator 
Jones' r cent 


speech. 


"Senator Jones, how.do you like tie 


silver bill passed by the Honse on Satur- 
day?" inquired the correspondent. 


"You mean how I dislike it?" laughed 


the Senator. ."Well it is by no roeius 
what we wanted and what Western people 
demanded. It simply makes a commodity 
of silver bullion. We wanted' silver coin- 
age, and this is what we got from the 
Honse when the bill came over on the 
Senate side. We will pass a fr«e coinoga 
bill or nothing.. .We will not favor any 
compromise measure. In the conference 
between both Houses on the matter I am 
hopeful that the Honse will acoeda to the 
demand of the country for silver coinage. 
We will impress upon them' very forcibly 
the fact that if we have any silver legisla- 
tion at all this season it must be some- 
thing very nearly approaching the free 
coinage of silver." 


"What would be the effect of the enact- 


ment of the so-called Windom bill into a 
law?!' asked the repsrter. 


"Why it simply provides for the storage 


of silver bullion and issuance of certificates 
thereon, without bringing the addition of 
metal money into circulation. Some say 
that it is better than no "bill at all, but I 
am inclined to believe matters would be as 
wtil or better under the present law on this 
subject."
